Oliv er Keitzeil, who for a Du mber 
of y ears resided on the John Landin 
farm, three miles sou th of Pennsy l­ 
v ania Corners, su icided by hang ing 
himself some time du ring the nig ht, 
llis body was fou nd at 5 o'clock this 
morning by Harry Gu nder, hired man 
on the farm, su spended by the neck 
in a noose hu ng from the rafters. 
Death had resu lted from strang u la­ 
tion, and it was ev ident that the u n­ 
fortu nate man had been dead 
for 
some time when his body was fou nd. 
Mr. Reitzell. w‘ho 
wag 
born 
in 
18 7 5, had told his hired man and 
his 14-y ear-old son y esterday 
after­ 
noon that he intended to 
do 
away 
with himself, bu t his threats were 
not considered seriou sly . 
For sev ­ 
eral day s he had complained of a 
pain in his left side and of sev ere 
headaches, and it is believ ed he com­ 
mitted the rash act while su ffering 
with the pains in his head. 
He is 
su rv iv ed by his wife, two sons, a 
step-dau g hter, and a brother, who is 
in serv ice in France. 
A coroner a ju ry this afternoon re­ 
tu rned a v erdict of death by strang u ­ 
lation with su icidal intern. 
No a r­ 
rang ements had been made for the 
fu neral at an early hou r this after­ 
noon.

Who le Fishing 
Fleet Destro yed

Montreal, Au g . 22.— Virtu ally the 
entire fleet of the Maritime Fishing 
corporation has been destroy ed by 
the trawler Triu mph,# seized Tu esday 
by the crew of a German su bmarine 
and conv erted into a German raider, 
according to a report at the Corpor­ 
ation’s office today . 
The fleet was 
operating off the Grand Banks of 
Newfou ndland. 
It was composed of 
boats of both Canadian and Ameri­ 
can reg istry .

v essels.

Du ring last nig ht General Hu mbert’s forces reached 
the Div ette riv er for a long distance west of its conflu ence 
with the Oise. Sou th of Noy on the army in command of 
General Mang in holds the sou th bank of the Oise from 
Sempig ny to Bretig ny , a distance of more than 6 miles. 
At Sempig ny the French are only a little more than a mile 
from Noy on. 


The line tu rns to the sou th at Bretig ny and ru ns to 
Bou rg pig non, where it ag ain tu rns sou thwest u ntil it 
reaches the Ailette riv er at La Qu incy -Basse, and ex tends 
sou th. 


The official report say s that the French are intheou t- 
skirts of Pommiers, a v illag e on the Aisne riv er, less than 
two miles west of Soissons. 


German forces sou th of Noy on and along the Oise are 
said by the French official report to he “retreating ,” 
which may accou nt for the rapid prog ress of General 
Mang in’s army , lt is said, howev er, that contact with the 
enemy is being maintained by the French. 


British troops attacked the German line between the 
Somme and Ancre ri . ; s at 4:45 this morning . This ac­ 
tion may he considere 1 a continu ation 
of 
the 
attack 
lau nched north of the Ancre at dawn y esterday . 
The 
front of the latest attack is fiv e miles long . 


North of the Ancre the British hav e adv anced in spite 
of strong enemy resistance. They hav e crossed the Arras- 
Bapau me railroad line. This railroad embankment was a 
seriou s obstacle to the British adv ance y esterday . 


In the Flanders area the British are closely following 
the retiring Germans and hav e reached Neu f Berqu in, a 
v illag e two miles within the German lines as they stood at 
the time of the last definite report fro mthis sector. 
On the north side of the Ly s salient in Flanders the 
Germans hav e been forced ou t of strong positions north 
of Bailleu l. The Germans lau nched a heav y cou nter at­ 
tack on British positions at Locre Hospice, bu t were re­ 
pu lsed. Their is heav y fig hting in this area. 


Strong German attacks dev eloped near Mirau mont 
and Irles, which is near the sou th end of the line on which 
the British attacked y esterday . 
The determined resistance of the Germans appears 
to hav e slowed u p the British adv ance, if it has not check­ 
ed the blow lau nched by General By ng . The same may he 
said of the situ ation on the hills sou th of Soissons.

Poet Invented Stereoscope. 
How many of us really know that 
the stereoscope—largely used for mag­ 
nifying photographs of distant places 
—was the Invention of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, the American poet and phil­ 
osopher. 
There had b een In use 
a 
crude form of stereoscope, consisting 
of a b ox with a hinged Ud on the upper 
side which was opened to admit light 
on the photograph. 
Doctor Holmes 
dispensed with the b ox , sub stituting the 
eye shades still used and cut slits in 
the projecting b oard in order that tho 
photograph might b e correctly focused. 
Then he stuck an awl in the b ottom, 
for a handle, and the stereoscope was 
complete. 
Doctor Holmes found the 
alteration such an improvement that 
he offered his invention free to several 
firms. 
All refused lt, however, ex cept 
Joseph Bates of Philadelphia, who de­ 
cided to make a dozen or two and see 
if they would sell. 
The preliminary 
lot was soon multiplied b y thousands. 
An employee of this firm originated 
the movab le slide in which the pictures 
are now placed, thus Improving upon 
the series of slots devised.hy Doctor 
Holmes. X\rhen the stereoscope b ecame 
a great success, it was suggested tb 
Doctor Holmes that if he had patented 
and sold his invention he might have 
made more out of it than from litera­ 
ture. He replied: “I do not care to b e 
known as the patentee of a pill or a 
peeping contrivance.”—People’s Home 
Journal.

the action he w ent down with a ball 
strik ing the top of the helmet and 
p ressing down to the sk u ll. 
He was 
brou ght back , along witih the helmet 
which showed a 
deep 
indentation 
abou t the size of half a baseball. It 
was 
this 
indentation 
which 
had 
pressed down to the scalp, m ak ing u 
wou nd 
which 
requ ired 
trep aning. 
Bu t there it stop p ed, and the metal 
of the tin hat after giving to the 
missile u ntil its force was spent, had 
stop p ed it in its deadly flight straight 
tow ard the brain. 
T he trep aning o 
eration was only slight and the m a r­ 
ine was well on the way to recovery. 
The indented helm et was p reserv­ 
ed, not as a sou venir, bu t to be for­ 
warded to the ordnance exp erts a t 
W ashington to show them the good 
qu alities of the ir helmets. 
It is said 
tha t a hard and brittle steel, which 
wou ld have resisted withou t giving, 
wou ld have been shattered to bits by 
the imp act and the ball wou ld have 
gone straight throu gh the brain.
